Steffanson is a Canadian by birth 
although of Icelandic descent. and thig 
may account for his desire that Cam 
ada share in the honor of the discov. 
ery of the lost white tribe. Certain 
United States interests reiinquished a 
claim in the subsequent discoveries 
of this explorer on condition that the 
Canadian Government back it finan 
cially. The lands to be explored is 
the next trip will be those that lie 
within Canadian boundaries, hence 
it is considered right that the Dom 
inion finance the trip and receive the 


benefit. 

Steffanson’s previous expeditios 
lasted five years and ended in the mid 
dle of 1912, the findings forming the 
basis for interesting ethnological 
studies.

He hopes to make an 
extended study of them before their 
customs have been changed by inter. 
course with white men. The civiliza- 
tion that prevails among them, he 
says, is that of the Norsemen 1,000 
years ago. As an ethnological study, 
the trip should prove of value to Can 
ada and the world.

Irrigating the Desert 

The common opinion that there is 
no water in the desert of Sahara is 
quite incorrect, for in all parts of the 
great desert that are inhabited there 
is plenty of water. The trouble is 
to find it, for it lies at unknown 
depths below the surface of the sandy 
waters. 

It is the mission of a party of artes- 
ian well diggers operating in the south 
of Algeria, to discover and make use 
of this hidden water, and in Feb- 
ruary last one of these engineers 
opened a well that has claimed the 
world’s record, having a flow of 8,000 
gallons a minute. 

This is in the oasis of Tolga, about 
22 miles west of Biskara. The water 
rises in a fountain six feet high and 
forms a smalleviver that will make it 
possible to irrigate about 8,000 acres 
of land. 

During the past ten years wells 
have been bored which produce 46,- 
000 gallons of water a minute, making 
16,000 gallons since the Frenchy have 
occupied the land. This makes it 
possible to irrigate 1,800,000 date 
palms in which lies the wealth of 
Southern Algeria.

Quicksand Frozen In 

In excavating recently for the found- 
ation of a large building in Berlin, the 
workmen found it necessary to go 10 
feet below the foundations of the ad- 
joining buildings. They rested on 
quicksand, which would have flowed 
from under them had the builders not 
used an ingenious method to keep the 
sand from slipping away. It consist- 
ed in solidly, freezing the sides of the 
new excavation. Five-inch freeze 
pipes, closed at the bottom, were sunk 
three feet apart all around the edges 
of the pit. The pipes contained one- 
inch pipes that were open at the bot- 
tom and connected with a supply 
header at the top. The five-inch pipe 
was connected with a drain header. 
Brine, which was pumped from a re- 
frigerating plant, passed down the 
one-inch pipes, up the five-lnch pipes, 
back into the drain header and thence 
to the brine tank.

RUDOLPH EMMERICH HAS FOUND 
A NEW PANACEA. 


He and Dr. Loew Declare That De 
vouring Chalk Is the Infallible 
Cure For a Host of Diseasese— 
Feeding Young Animals on Cal- 
cium Chloride Promotes Their 
Growth Amazingly. 


Munich's famous bacteriologist, 
Rudolph Emmerich, and another 
famous Munich man, Dr. Loew, hold 
that swallowing chalk is the infail- 
ible arcanum of health. They say 


‘that if only people ‘will add to their 


food a sprinkling of calcium chloride 
they will grow bigger, stouter, and 
stronger; they will resist disease, be 
always in a good temper, and live so 
yg they will die of boredom with 

e. 

Emmerich is professor of hygiene 
and bacteriology in Munich Univer- 
sity, He has eaten queerer things 
than chalk. In 1895 Abdul Hamid 
brought him to Constantinople te 
study the cholera, and Emmerich ate 
several thousand cholera bacilli and 
inoculated his blood with other 
germs. He survived the ordeal, and 
now claims that while eating cholera 
germs is merely harmless, the daily 
consumption of a sprinkling of chalk 
is curative and invigorating. 

Emmerich and Loew have just con- 
cluded a series of experiments to test 
the influence of calcium chloride on 
the human body and the bodies of 
animals. They soon discovered that 
by feeding young animals on calcium 
chloride their growth and weight may 
be amazingly increased. Their first 
important experiment was with a lit- 
ter of piglets. They divided the litter 
in two. In’feeding one half of the 
litter they added to the food one

gramme of calcium chloride for every 
kilogramme of the piglet’s we‘ght. 
That is, they gave to each piglet once 
a day a thousandth of its weight in 


calcium chloride. The other piglets 
were fed with exactly the same food 
as were the bechalked piglets, but 
they got no chalk. After seven weeks 
both batches were weighed. The pig- 
lets which had been chalked up were 
found to have increased by 155 per 
cent., and their rivals by only 75 per 
cent. 

From this Emmerich and Loew 
conclude that the normal food given 
to animals and man does not contain 
enough lime. So they have made ex- 
p:siments with an ailing baby which 
had been putting on weight very slow- 
ly. Considerable quantities of calcium 
chloride were added to the infant’s 
food every alternate week, and the 
weight each week minutely recorded. 
It was found that in the weeks when 
calcium chloride was eaten the rate 
of growth was one-third greater than 
in the weeks when ordinary food was 
given, Thereupon calcium chloridé 
was administered with food every 
week, and the infant grew more than 
noramlly big, strong, and animated. — 

In the need of the animal body for 
lime there is nothing new. The nov.l- 
ty was in feeding animals with the 
chemical in an organic state. German 
military scientists show that districts 
with water rich in lime salts supply a 
larger proportion of conscripis than 
districts with soft water. Carnivor- 
ous animals eat the bones of their 
victims merely because meat contains 
vevy little lime and they are driven 
by instinct to seek a supply of lime in 
the lime-rich bones. The same in- 
stinct impels domestic fowls to pevk 
at stucco walls. Lime is normally 
found in large quantities in bones, 
lungs, and grey substance of the 
brain; but little is found in the mus- 
cles, except in the heart muscles, 
which contain four times as much ag 
their share. The heart and brain, 
says Emmerich, require I'me quite as 
imperatively as do the bones. 

A lime-rich diet is necessary, but it 
is not enough. The chief articles of 
diet-—-meat, bread, potatoes, and fruit 
of the apple and pear class—are all 
poor in lime. Rice, lentils and cher- 
ries have much lime; figs have very 
1 ~ch line; egg yolks, cablLage, and 
strawberries still more lime, But rich- 
est of all is milk, That is why milk 
is the ideal food both for children 
and adults,
